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Three die in two unrelated accidents on 
"Bloody 27" during the New Year holiday 


‘Two more people were killed 
and two others were seriously 
injured last Wednesday after- 
noon on the notorious two-lane 
stretch of U.S. 27 known as 
"Bloody 27" between South Bay 
and the Broward County line. 

Their southbound cars were 
hit head-on by a northbound 
tractor-trailer that drifted 
across the center line about 14 
miles south of South Bay. 

The deaths brought the Palm 
Beach County death toll for 
1992 to 164. 

Almost exactly 24 hours later 
and 20 miles north, a Clewiston 
boy died when he was thrown 
from the car his mother was 
driving when she swerved to 
avoid a collision and hér car 
overturned, landing atop him 
and crushing him. 

In the Wednesday accident, 
tractor-trailer driver Willie M. 
Murrah, 51, of Athens, Ala- 
bama, crossed into the south- 
bound lane of U.S. 27 with his 
northbound truck and struck 
three vehicles, killing the 
drivers of two of them. 


Nancy P. Shockey, 40, of |i 


Miami, was killed when 
Murrah's truck hit her 1991 
Thunderbird, crushing the 
driver's side. Patrick A. Wilson, 
39, of key Largo, died when the 
truck-hit his 1991 Chevrolet. 
Passengers in both cars were 
hospitalized.

According to the employees, 
they were locking the front 
door when two men armed with 
guns rushed in and forced them 
back into the rear of the store. 
The men made them lie on the 
floor and took one of the 
employees to the front of the 
store where she was made to

Everglades SWIM plan 
settlement agreement between 
thé state and the federal 
government which had been 
negotiated in secret. 

The public records lawsuits 
were'filed to learn if, in fact, 
the state had any scientific 
basis for requiring nutrient 
reductions lower than rainfall 
and for flooding 58 square 
miles of farm land to build 
massive water treatment areas. 
"The records finally-turned over 
to the League revealed no 
scientific basis for. the 
Everglades plan. 


"Government secrecy always 
leads to public mistrust,” said 
Robert Buker, senior vice 
president of United States 
Sugar Corporation. "In this 
case, representatives of both 
the Water Management 
District and the State of 
Florida knew they had a very 
weak scientific case to support 
their plan which would put 
38,000 people out of work, 
would cost over 500 million 
dollars and yet would fail to 
accomplish its intended goal of 
improving the Everglades. 

"As this plan is subjected to 
more scientific inquiry and

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HOW FEDERAL MANDATED HEALTH- CARE | 


INSURANCE WOULD HURT THE POOR 


The media have widely reported that some 37 
million Americans are without health insurance. 
Surprisingly, few people have questioned these 
numbers, or resisted the knee-jerk reaction that 
more government effort is needed to assure the 
availability of affordable health care for the poor. 

The reality, however, is that the "health 
insurance problem” is not nearly as critical as 
bas been reported and, in fact, government 
Proposals to mandate employer-provided health 
insurance coverage will likely do more to harm 
than to help both the working poor and the non- 
working poor. 

Although there are millions of Americans 
without health insurance at any given time, this 
is usually due to the temporary circumstance of 
job changes, Very few people actually remain 
uninsured for long. In fact, the Joint Economic 


Committee of Congres recently estimated that · 


the number of chronically and involuntarily 
uninsured may be only 5.25 million--the target 
group that mandated health insurance presum- 
ably would help. But would it really? 

The Kennedy-Mitchell proposal introduced in 
the last Congress is typical of the approach to 
health insurance being considered by the federal 
government and by various state legislative 
bodies. It would have mandated that all employ- 
ers either provide their workers with health 


“insurance, of pay a tax penalty for each worker 


that could be used to finance publicly provided 
health care. 

Such proposals are rationalized as a compas- 
sionate response to the plight of the poor. 
Unfortunately for the poor, however, economic 
realities have not been taken into consideration. 

Political rhetoric to the contrary, mandated 
health insurance is no "free lunch" for workers 
since it would essentially be paid by employees 
themselves, not their employers. By substituting 
health insurance coverage for monetary compen- 
sation, employers can reduce their costs and, at 
the same time, offer workers a compensation 
package that is more attractive overall. In 
essence, workers "purchase" health insurance 
from their employers by taking lower wages in 
return for coverage. 

A recent study by economists Jonathon Gruber 
and Alan Kreuger estimated that approximately 
86 percent of the cost of mandated health 
insurance would be passed on to workers. If 
government mandates force employers to 
provide, or increase, health insurance, much of 
the cost of this "extra" compensation expense 
will most definitely be passed on to workers 
through reduced wages (or through reduced 
growth in wages.) 

Also consider that the reason many low-wage 
workers are not presently covered by health 
insurance on the job is that they are not, in effect, 
willing to pay for it through reduced wages.

This is certainly a rational choice for овоа 
low-wage workers who already have health care; 
coverage through another member of their 7: E 
family. But choosing against purchasing health 343 
insurance from an employer is no less rational 742: 
even for workers who are poor and are not 7 
covered by another family member. 

That's because many in this group already; 
receive, at no expense to them, health саге" 
benefits through public and private agencie: 
For example, according to the Congressional 
Budget Office, such uninsured workers annually “~ 
receive some $15 billion in health care for which “° 
they pay nothing. iz 

It's hard to see, therefore, how the working `, 
poor would be better off with mandated health . 
insurance which, in reality, would make them pay 
for medical care they now receive free of charge. = 

Of course, many people without health 
insurance are the non-working poor. The 
Kennedy-Mitchell legislation would, 
supposedly, make more money available to 
provide health care for them. But, again, a 
careful examination shows that mandated 
health insurance would likely do more harm 
than good for this group as well. 

The reason is that, with mandated health 
insurance, the poor who are currently 
unemployed would be even more likely to remain 
80.
